Expenditures will 
decline by an estimated $1,096,000,- 
000. Receipts, assuming a record 
level of prosperity at stable prices 
in the next 12 months, will rise by

President Eisenhower has submitted 
to the Congress his budget for the next 
fiscal year. It contained few surprises. 
Total requests were $62,408,000,000—al- 
most a billion less than the current year. 

The figure sounds huge and is one 
of the largest ever proposed in peace 
time. 

Although there will be a major tussle 
in the House and Senate over its specific 
provisions, the budget will be substan- 
tially accepted. The spending figures will 
be about as the President proposes. Some 
Democrats will want to spend more or 
less here and there and so will some Re- 
publicans, but the moderate leadership in 
both parties will follow the basic recom- 
mendations. 

As during the last two decades, the 
majority of funds goes to the defense 


gradually are getting a better break, how- 
ever, and that in time they will be able 
to meet their needs. 

Most tax funds for the past 15 years 
have gone to the national defense effort. 
“This was necessary. By way of contrast, 
state and local governments collected 
about 75 per cent of all tax dollars in 
1932.

‘ again in the opposite direction, with the 
state and local governments getting a 
higher percentage of the tax dollar.

In other words, this business of budget 
balancing is still determined by Moscow. 
Despite all efforts of the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration and the 1952 campaign 
promises to balance income and outgo, 
Secretary Humphrey sadly concludes that 
the treasury will be in the red again next 
year. The problem of defense spending 
once more collides head-on with hopes 
for tax cuts and a treasury balance. 

Even though faced with a deficit, the 
Congress is asking for a review of ad- 
ministration proposals for cutbacks in 
armed strength. This. resolves _ itself 
largely into arguments about whether the 
country can place its reliance solely upon 
atomic weapons. Opponents of the cuts 
in conventional military strength argue 
that such a policy leaves us no course ex- 
cept to resort to atomic war. 


Fortunately, the nation’s economy has 
proved elastic enough that the defense 
program can be taken in stride. Total prd- 
duction shows continued expansion of 
peace time industry. The country moves 
toward a $500,000,000,000 production goal 
within the next decade. 

We must continue to increase our 
strength to preserve peace but we can- 
not neglect those programs that promote 
and insure the domestic security of our 
people. Failure on both fronts is, of 
course, the fondest dream of the men in 
the Kremlin. 

So this third Eisenhower budget is 
huge and it is unbalanced. It is based on 
challenges that the nation must meet.

Monday, the United States Navy’s 
atomic submarine, the Nautilus, slipped 
from her berth on the Thames River in 
Connecticut on a test run. When the Nau- 
tilus proceeded under her own power, 
she became the first vessel or vehicle of 
any type to move under nuclear pro- 
pulsion. 


The Nautilus’ first journey opened a 
new era in warfare. With her engines 
the Nautilus can stay submerged indefi- 
nitely. Driven by atomic power, she can 
circle the globe without refueling. Her 
cruising range is practically limitless. The 
effectiveness of undersea warfare in- 
creased a thousandfold, and many of the 
countermeasures of World War II became 
ineffective the moment the Nautilus be- 
gan to move. 


The Nautilus, too, opened a new era 
in peace. The same principles that are 
built in her can be applied to the me- 
chanics of civilization, and in time they 
will be so applied. 

Atomic power for the purpose of de- 
struction was an outgrowth of war. Its 
possibilities aré limitless. The Nautilus’ 
quiet journey down the Thames was just 
the beginning.

New Social Security rules, which 
became effective Jan. 1, extend So- 
cial Security to even more house- 
hold workers. 

Prior to that date, only house- 
hold employes who worked in at 
least 24 days of a calendar quar- 
ter and who were paid at least 
$50 in cash by one employer were 
covered by Social Security. In oth- 
er words, the law covered only 
those who worked an average of 

. two days a week. 
$50 A QUARTER 

Under the new law, now in ef- 
fect, any household worker who is 
paid $50 in cash wages in a cal- 
endar quarter is covered by Social 
Security. (A calendar quarter, of 
course, is a three-month period be- 
ginning Jan. 1, April 1, July 1, and 
Oct. 1 of any year.) 

The law applies only to cash 
wages, not to room and board or 
other items which you might pro- 
vide in your home. 

Approximately 200,000 additional 
household workers over the nation 
were added to the Social Security 
system Jan. 1, Murphy estimated. 

The list of household workers 
covered by the new law includes 
maids, Jaundresses, housekeepers, 
cooks, nursemaids, gardeners, fur- 
nace men, handymen, valets, foot- 

men, grooms and chauffeurs. 

Here’s an example: 

Nancy Smith is employed as a 
cook by Mrs, Warbucks; Nancy 
earns $30 a week, plus room and 
board. 

Mrs, Warbucks sends in the en- 
velope Social Security report every 
three months, showing Nancy’s So- 
cial Security number, her name, 
and total wages paid in the quar- 
ter ($390). These earnings are cred- 
ited to Nancy Smith’s Social Secur- 
ity account by the Social Security 
Administration. Z 
$64.50 A MONTH — 

Let’s say Nancy retires as soon = 
as she is 65. On the basis of aver- 
age earnings of $30 a week she 
would receive a monthly Social Se- 
curity payment of $64.50 for the 
rest of her life. 

Even if Nancy did not retire at 
65, she would still be eligible for 
some of her benefits. The law pro- 
vides that beneficiaries may earn 
$1,200 a year and receive all their 
Social Security benefits. Since 
Nancy, earning $30 per week, 
would make $1,560 a year, she 

would exceed the limit. 

But Social Security law provides 
in such cases that partial bene- 
fits are payable unless earnings 
exceed $2,080 a year. In Nancy’s ee 4s 
case she could collect henefits for fae 
seven months a year even though eo 
she continued full-time work, (She t*.. 
made $360 over the $1,200 limit Be. 
and forfeits one monthly Social a 
Security check for each $80 or 
fraction of $80 of those excess 
earnings.) 

FULL BENEFIT AT 172 


Once she is 72, Nancy receives 
full Social Security payments re- 
gardless of how much she earns. 

If you are a housewife and 
have “‘help’’ now covered by the 
new Social Security rules, here’s 
what you should do: 

1. Get a copy of leaflet OASI-21 
*Do You Have a Maid,” from 
your Social Security office or 
from the District Director of In- 
ternal Revenue, Atlanta. This 
leaflet. explains the household 
employer’s duties under Social 
Security and has a tear-off post- 
card you can use to get on the 
mailing. list for regular report 
blanks. 

2. Make sure to get a record of 
your maid’s Social Security num- 
ber and name, exactly as they 
appear on her Social Security 
card,

These people, attending the 
second annual Atlanta Thrift 
Forum, presented by the Atlan- 
ta Division, University of Geor- 
gia, heard a panel of seventh 
graders . explain “What Thrift 
Means to Me” at the morning 
session of the forum. 

Conrad Kottak, representing 
the Atlanta Public Schools on 
the panel, remarked that ‘‘thrift 
usually seems to refer to other 
people, but we should think of 
it in terms of ourselves.”’

_F air Trade Effort 


~ Manufacturer Plan -

One of the nation’s big appliance manufacturers Monday 
announced plans to “‘fair trade” portable appliances in Georgia 
and other states without fair trade laws. 

Westinghouse Electric Corp, proposes to sell its small ap- 
pliances only to those distributors who agree to resell only to 
retailers who have also signed fair trade contracts. .” 

Whether or not such a move would be legal, there is some 
question as to its workability. 

And the key word in the question is “competition.” 

For although the seers have almost universally predicted 
continued prosperity in 1955, many have pointed out that this 
year’s competitive struggle will be rough. 

The appliance business is no ‘exception. 

Quite to the contrary, as a matter of fact. Few would argue 
that the appliance field, second only to the automobile business, 
offers just about the keenest competition. 

Thus, unless General Electric and Sunbeam and the other 

' big-name appliance makers did the same thing, Westinghouse 
would be out on a very shaky limb. 

It would be unable to meet competitive prices. . 

And regardless of the relative merits of any product he is 
going to buy, the consumer takes a long look at the price tag. 

In a free-wheeling economy, a move such as Westinghouse 
plans would have a disastrous effect on sales. 

Nevertheless, this company has already begun signing fair 
trade agreements with distributors in California, whereby the 
distributors agree to observe fair trade wholesale prices in 
selling to retail dealers. 

Westinghouse said this policy, “which is expected to be ex- 
tended to Michigan, Florida and Georgia (all without fair trade 
laws) in the near future,” also calls for a ‘“‘universal fair trade 
system.” 

This provides that the distributor agree to resell only to 
retailers who have also signed fair trade contracts. 

Non-signers, of course, would have a field day holding “‘sales”’ 
on competitive brands. 

Actually, the Westinghouse move is the first by any big 
manufacturer to establish fair trade dealings in states not 
having fair trade laws. 

Georgia’s was ruled unconstitutional by the State Supreme 
Court last week. Similarly, the Florida and Michigan laws were 
nullified by recent court decisions.

For many years, 
two Maryland physicians, Drs, 
George W. Smith and Joseph
